ROME, April 30. CP)—An un¬ 
confirmed press dispatch said 
Marshal Pietro Badoglio's Ital¬ 
ian troops entered Addis Ababa 
at 10 a. m. today. Other reports 
said the advance guard of the 
Fascist troops were at the city 
limits. 


> Meanwhile, on the northern 
front, the fall of Addis Ababa 
appeared imminent. 

Another Italian column, advanc¬ 
ing from Lake Tana, took Debra 
Tabor, east of the lake. 

As this column advanced, its 
operations were directed by sea¬ 
planes flying from their new base 
on Ethiopia’s vast lake reservoir 
for the Nile. 

Badoglio’s communique said, in 
part: 

“The powerful line of fortifica¬ 
tions at Sasa Baneh and Bullaleh, 
designed and constructed by Bel¬ 
gian and Turkish officers, and de¬ 
fended with bitter forces by the 
Ethiopians of Ras Nasibu, were 
taken by assault by the troops of 
Gen. Rodolfo Graziani. 

“Sasa Baneh and Bullaleh were 
occupied yesterday afternoon. 

“On the northern front, the 
march of our columns toward Ad¬ 
dis Ababa c") tinued. . . .” 

Italian press dispatches said the 
advancing Italian column in Ethio¬ 
pia had taken Ancober, the impor¬ 
tant city on the southern highway 
to Addis Ababa and once the cap¬ 
ital of Shoa,

ADDIS ABABA, April 30.—Em¬ 
peror Haile Selassie returned to 
his capital at 4 p. m. today and 
two hours later entered into con¬ 
sultation with Cornelius Van H. 
Engert, minister-resident and con¬ 
sul-general of the United States. 

Until his sudden return to the 
capital, toward which Italian 
troops were pressing in a long 
military parade, the whereabouts 
of the emperor had been a mys¬ 
tery. 

After talking to Mr. Engert, 
Emperor Haile Selassie received 
the Associated Press correspond¬ 
ent and declared; 

“Ethiopia is not defeated. It 
will carry on its fight to the 
last man." 

Order will be maintained in the 
capital until the Italians arrive 
by Mayor Blatta Takkala Wolde- 
haiwariate with 10,000 policemen. 

One source in the diplomatic 
corps stated that Woldehawariate 
had been assured he would be free 
to join the Ethiopian army once 
the capital falls. 

Many Flee City 

Before the emperor came back 
to his palaae the capital was 
thrown into a panic by reports that 
the Italians were near. Evacua¬ 
tion of the city started. 

A British ambulance unit, after 
a hurried overnight return to the 
capital, reported that Italian 
troops were within 75 miles of 
Addis Ababa and advancing with¬ 
out resistance. 

High government officials were 
leaving the capital. Foreigners 
started to take refuge in various 
legations, the Americans going to 
the British compound. 

Enemy Fires Seen 

Italian campfires were seen 
glowing only 10 miles from Debra 
Birhan, directly on the line of 
march from Dessye to Addis 
Ababa. 

A squadron of Italian air¬ 
planes flew over the Akaki air¬ 
drome, on the outskirts of Addis 
Ababa, today, and swooped 
d o w n, machine-gunning the 
Ethiopian hangars, which were 
empty.

The board of directors of the 
chamber of commerce here made 
a vigorous request today that the 
state prison site committee elimi¬ 
nate the proposed Costa Mesa site 
from further consideration.

Assembly Speaker Edward Craig 
of Brea, member of the commit¬ 
tee, said today that Mr. Stock- 
burger will be in Los Angeles to¬ 
morrow and that he will try to 
arrange a committee meeting for 
early next week. At this meet¬ 
ing, Mr. Craig said, he will make 
a formal request that the site be 
definitely abandoned. 

Chamber's Telegram 

The telegram to Mr. Stoekbur- 
ger said: 

“Assemblyman Ted Craig, as 
member of special legislative pris¬ 
on committee, assured us state 
prison would not be foisted on 
Orange county if it was not want¬ 
ed. Major governmental, civic 
and commercial organizations 
overwhelmingly representing en¬ 
tire county . . . are on record 
ag.w-.st proje-1 and are bitterly 
opposed to it.” 

The wire listed these organiza¬ 
tions and continued: 

“We believe location of a prison 
at Costa Mesa would frustrate de¬ 
velopment of our $2,500,000 yacht 
harbor and adjacent seacoast ter¬ 
ritory, cut millions off assessed 
valuation of county and cost ad¬ 
ditional millions in prevention of 
future development. Despite unani¬ 
mous demand of entire county 
with exception of only a few in¬ 
dividuals, we are still faced with 
threat that prison may be situated 
in Orange county. 

Want Early Decision 

“Our people are demanding that 
chamber take some additional ac¬ 
tion which will assure committee 
will drop Orange county site. We 
respectfully request an early de¬ 
cision that prison will not be sit¬ 
uated here because Orange county 
is practically 100 per cent opposed 
thereto. 

"If necessary to further con¬ 
vince you, we ask for a public 
hearing that we may show to you 
that this opposition is genuine and 
determined and representative of 
the sentiment of the entire coun-

ROME, April 30.—Italian press 
dispatches said today that Marshal 
Pietro Badoglio's motorized troops 
had arrived on the high plateau 
leading to Addis Ababa and were 
within artillery shot of the Ethio¬ 
pian capital. 

Earlier Badoglio, commander of 
the Italian expeditionary force in 
Ethiopia, reported that Sasa Ba¬ 
neh, the gateway to Ethiopia's 
second city of Harar, had been 
taken by storm. 

Sasa Baneh was taken, he said, 
as a climax to many days bitter 
fighting. 

His report came as authorities 
here said tension between Italy 
and Great Britain was relaxing 
and that the danger of a European 
war resulting from the Italian 
campaign was diminishing.

A treasury deficit of $5,066,000,000

— was forecast by Secretary Mor- 
genthau for the current fiscal year 
today in urging congressional en¬ 
actment of President Roosevelt’s 
full tax program 

Morgenthau said pre-payment of 
the bonus was partly responsible 
for the huge figure by which he 
said expenditures would exceed in¬ 
come in the 12 months ending 
June 30. 

Cites Declining Deficit 

In recommending that the sen¬ 
ate add to the $803.000 000 house 
tax bill the temporary processing 
taxes asked by President Roose¬ 
velt, Morgenthau also estimated 
that the 19.37 deficit would be 
$2,675,000,000 

He said that except for the 
bonus payment voted by congress, 
there would have been declining 
deficits in both years. In his bndg 
ct message Mr. Roosevelt had 
emphasized that the treasury 
deficits were declining 

Morgenthau's deficit estimates 
were given as he was questioned 
by the senats finance committee, 
after reading a statement advo¬ 
cating enactment of the chief ex¬ 
ecutive's tax recommendations in 
order to protect federal credit. 

‘Need Steady Reduction' 

Appearing as the first witness 
as the finance committee opened 
hearings on the bill passed yes¬ 
terday by a 267 to 9.3 house vote, 
the treasury chief said federal 
credit depended upon Scrupulous 
adherence to an orderly program 
looking to a balance of the federal 
budget just as soon as the needs 
and abilities of our people make 
that possible and thereafter upon a 
steady reduction in the public 
debt ”

Further evidence that the Met¬ 
ropolitan Water District is consid¬ 
ering a tunnel through Black 
Star canyon to bring Colorado 
river water to Orange county and 
San Diego was seen today in a 
statement by Col. S. H. Finley of 
Santa Ana. secretary of the dis¬ 
trict’s board of directors. 

Colonel Finley said the Metro¬ 
politan board of directors will 
meet tomorrow at Los Angeles, at 
which time engineers will present 
figures on the cost to San Diego 
if it enters the district. The fig¬ 
ures have been worked out on the 
basis of a tunnel through Black 
Star canyon Instead of being com¬ 
puted with an aqueduct route 
farther in the interior, Colonel 
Finley said. 

Cost Estimated 

3’he cost of San Diego's en¬ 
trance in the district will be made 
public after tomorrow's board 
meeting. Colonel Finley said if 
that city enters the district, it will 
have to pay its proportionate 
■share for the cost of developing 
the project so far. It has been 
estimated that this will be be¬ 
tween $600,000 and $700,000. 

Figures to be presented tomor¬ 
row will not show actual cost of 
the water to San Diego, but only 
the cost of entering the district. 
Orange county interests have re¬ 
quested figures to show the cost 
of water if the entire county 
should join the district. These 
figures are being worked out but 
are not available yet, Colonel Fin¬ 
ley said. 

Route Favored 

The Black Star aqueduct route 
and tunnel have been proposed to 
bring water from the Cajalco 
reservoir in Riverside county. 
Colonel Finley added that he is of 
the opinion this route will be used 
if Orange county as a whole 
enters the district, and that en¬ 
trance of San Diego will make use 
of the route still more likely. 

At present Santa Ana, Ana¬ 
heim and Fullerton are members 
of the district. Other areas, in¬ 
cluding a region along the south 
coast of the county, have evi¬ 
denced an interest in joining the 
district.

The name of Earl Warren, chair¬ 
man of the California Republican 
central committee, heads the unin¬ 
structed delegation proposed for 
the Republican national conven¬ 
tion, in order to comply with the 
state law which requires each set 
of delegates to appear as sponsors 
for some person, it was explained 
in a statement issued today by 
Judge R. Y. Williams. Judge Wil¬ 
liams is the Orange county can¬ 
didate for a place on this delega¬ 
tion. 

The statement by Judge Wil¬ 
liams follows: 

"The state central committee of 
the Republican party of California, 
in conjunction with the representa¬ 
tives of Republican Assembly clubs 
of California, named a committee 
to propose 44 uninstructed dele¬ 
gates to be voted upon and, if 
elected, to represent the Repub¬ 
lican voters of California at the 
national convention at Cleveland 
in the selection of nominees for 
President and vice president, and 
in the drafting of a sound liberal 
platform. 

"The committee has proposed 44 
names 


Dr. John Ball of Santa Ana, Or¬ 
ange county campaign manager 
for the uninstructed delegation to 
the Republican national conven¬ 
tion, today issued a statement ex¬ 
plaining his reasons for support- 
j ing this ticket. Dr. Ball said 
many Republican leaders favor 
sending a delegation which has the 
sole purpose of deliberating freely 
with others to write the best pos¬ 
sible platform and select the best 
possible candidates. His statement 
follows: 

"I have been appointed by state 
headquarters to act as campaign 
manager for Orange county for 
the Warren ticket, known also as 
the uninstructed ticket. I am very 
glad to accept this position for the 
reason that I believe the issue is 
important. 

"In accepting it, I want to make 
a plain statement to the Repub¬ 
lican voters of the county, and to j 
appeal to them to go to the polls ' 
on May 5 and vote for the Warren 1 
ticket. 

■Not a Candidate’ 

"Republicans who go to the polls 
on that day have the choice of two 
tickets. One of them is the Lan- 
don ticket, sponsored in California 
by interests too well known to. 
need comment from me. The other j 
is the Warren ticket, so designated 
on the ballot. 

"This Warren ticket, however, 
is not pledged to Mr. Warren, and 
will not be pledged to him. Mr. 
Warren is not a candidate for 
President and will not be a can¬ 
didate. 

"Under the California presiden- j 
tial primary law it is necessary for 
each set of delegates to appear as 
sponsors for some person, else it 
would be necessary for each voter j 
to have to put his rubber stamp 
after the name of each delegate. 
Here in California, there were 
scores of Republican leaders and j 
Republican organizations who were ' 
convinced that it was wise to send 
to the national convention a set of 
delegates who could and would go j 
there with the sole and sincere 
purpose of deliberating freely with 
other Republicans with a view to ; 
writing the best possible platform 
and selecting the best and strong¬ 
est candidates for President and 
vice president. As a result of that j 
general feeling and need, it was 
decided to get together a delegate j 
of strong, outstanding Republicans J 
of California and try to send them !

LeRoy Lyon, member of the 
Juice canning committee of the 
California Fruit Growers ex¬ 
change, has sent a letter to Dr. 
Lee Deming of Anaheim, answer¬ 
ing six points raised by the Orange 
County Citrus Growers associa¬ 
tion in regard to marketing sur¬ 
plus oranges. 

In regard to the first suggestion 
of the association, "that a mini¬ 
mum grade be established for 
juice fruit,” Mr. Lyon said this is 
provided for in the plan of opera¬ 
tion sent out to growers Feb. 19, 
accompanying the orange by¬ 
products fruit agreement, which 
has been approved by 86.9 per 
cent of the shippers. 

Second Point 

The second point suggested by 
the association was "That only 
such by-products can be made 
from fruit below the juice fruit 
grade as will not compete with 
the juice fruit grade." Mr. Lyon 
interpreted this as meaning that 
the Exchange Orange Products 
company, “our grower-owned by¬ 
products” plant, could turn out 
no products which would remotely 
compete with canned orange juice. 

“It would be futile,” said Mr. 
Lyon, "for our growers to sit idly j 
by and refuse to let our plant op¬ 
erate and at the same time sell 
fruit to others who might make 
similar products.” 

Fruit Juice Price 

The third suggestion was that 
the exchange attempt to cooperate j 
with marketing organizations to j 
establish a minimum price on 
juice fruit. Mr. Lyons’ letter said 
this has already been done. 

The next suggestion was that 
money received from sale of juice ; 
fruit be credited to the district 
exchange in which the fruit orig¬ 
inates. In reply to this Mr. Lyon 
said that if there should be a sur¬ 
plus, it would be necessary to pro¬ 
rate this fruit. 

"Experience has indicated that 
the most flexible plan of operation 
is to pool the returns, which is 
another way of prorating oppor¬ 
tunity to sell, and this method is 
provided for in the plan of opera¬ 
tion under the exchange by-prod¬ 
ucts fruit agreement,” Mr. Lyon 
said. 

Other Points 

The fifth point, he explained, is 
covered under his statement on i 
the fourth. However, he said, if 1 
it is meant that all Valencia dis¬ 
tricts shall prorate from the be¬ 
ginning of the season, this is a 
matter not under exchange juris¬ 
diction and rests solely with the 
Califomia-Arizona citrus market¬ 
ing agreement. 

In regard to point six, that “All 
by-products plants shall pay at 
least the minimum price for all 
juice fruit,” Mr. Lyon said this 
would mean that the Exchange

Naval Building Plans 
For Coming Year Are 
Made Public 


WASHINGTON. April 30. '/!>> 
Congress was advised today that 
"subversive activities'' are "threat¬ 
ening the security of our fleet.'' 

Capt. William D. Puleston, chief 
of naval intelligence, made that 
statement during hearings on the 
naval appropriation bill before a 
house appropriations sub-commit¬ 
tee. A report on the hearings 
was released today. 

The growing necessity for pro¬ 
tection against "subversive'' a iiv.- 
tics, Pulteston said, "is clearly 
evident." Further details of his 
testimony were lacking because 
most of it was “off the record." 

Testifying on other naval mat¬ 
ters, Admiral Emory S. Land, 
chief of the bureau of construe - 
tion, told the appropriations sub¬ 
committee that tlie navy now has 
86 vessels under construction, an : 
plans to start work on between 
18 and 20 new ships of various 
types during the next fiscal year. 

Tells Present Program 

Land said three aircraft carriers, 
three heavy cruisers, nine light 
cruisers, 13 heavy destroyers, 40 
light destroyers. 16 submarines 
and two gunboats are now being 
built. Completion of the vessels 
will require about $168,000,000. 

Principal items in the contem¬ 
plated 1937 fiscal year program 
Include a start on construction of 
probably 12 destroyers to cost a 
total of $77,556,000 and six sub¬ 
marines to cost $36,402,000. 

What other world powers arc 
doing to build up their fleets was 
reviewed carefully before the sub¬ 
committee. 

Japan Program Told 

Rear Admiral J. L. Taussig, as¬ 
sistant chief of naval operations, 
was the informant. He railed at¬ 
tention to “an extensive program 
of naval air force expansion" un¬ 
dertaken in Japan, and "an exten¬ 
sive modernization plan” indicat¬ 
ing that by the end of 1936 “it is 
expected that every capital ship 
and modern light cruiser will have 
been modernized." 

"The increasing power of Japan 
In the Oriental waters, the les¬ 
sened interest of the United States 
resulting from the independence of 
the Philippines, and the weakened 
naval position of Great Rritain 
outside of home waters" also were 
cited by the officer as having 
caused The Netherlands "a grow¬ 
ing concern for the safety of the 
Dutch East Indies." 

Soviet Objective 

Of Soviet Russia, the officer 
said that all its problems and am¬ 
bitions were Interpreted in the 
light of the ultimate objective 
"the realization of Communist 
principles throughout the world," 
and declared: “Members of the 
Third Internationale arc very ac¬ 
tive in the United States in fur¬ 
therance of their plan for world 
revolution, which includes the 
overthrow of the present form of 
government.”

A rectangular depression be¬ 
tween the courthouse and hall of 
records marks the site of the 
first permanent Orange county 
jail. A bridge which connects 
the courthouse and hall of rec¬ 
ords passes through the spot 
where prisoners used to be 
housed. 

Construction of the jail was 
marked by considerable diffi¬ 
culty. The money for its erec¬ 
tion was provided by a direct tax 
levy authorized by the board of 
supervisors. Plans were drawn 
by Dennis and Farwell, Los An¬ 
geles. But trouble began after 
construction started. The con¬ 
tractors, Hulteen and Bergstrom 
of I-os Angeles, were hampered 
by lack of capital, according to 


the Armor history of Orange 
county. 

There was a great deal of ar¬ 
gument over payment of bills, 
and eventually the matter got 
into court. The board of super¬ 
visors and the contractors could 
not agree. The contractors fi¬ 
nally locked up the building and 
stopped work, apparently hoping 
to make the supervisors agree to 
their terms. 

They were not successful, how¬ 
ever, for the supervisors took 
forcible possession of the build¬ 
ing and had it finished accord¬ 
ing to plans and specifications. 
The cost of this work was 
charged against the contractors. 
The outlay for the structure was 
about 4.23,000.

There is little difference between 
hammer and burr mills for grind¬ 
ing feed, as far as costs are con¬ 
cerned, it has been revealed in 
tests on the Davis campus, made 
by J. P. Fairbank, agricultural 
extension specialist, and Roy 
Bainer, assistant professor of agri¬ 
cultural engineering. 

Results of the tests were made 
public here by the farm advisor s 
office. Four degrees of fineness 
were used in the tests, but the 
No. 2, or coarse, is that recom¬ 
mended by the animal husbandry 
division for hogs, dairy and beef 
animals. 

The cost of a five horsepower 
mill was $100, the yearly overhead 
$14, and the operating cost per 
hour 60 cents. For the 20 horse¬ 
power mill, the cost was $250, 
the yearly overhead $35 and the 
operating cost per hours $1.70. 

In grinding No. 2 grade, the 
cost of the five horsepower mill 
ranged from $1.90 on 25 tons per 
year to $1 on 500 tons; the larger 
mill cost $2.10 on 25 tons, and 
ranged down to 77 cents on 500 
tons. Costs for finer grades were 
higher and for very coarse were 
lower. Small mills are as effi¬ 
cient as large ones, if run to ca¬ 
pacity.

STOCKHOLM, April 30. (if’l—A 
complete “medical city," which, it 
is claimed, will be among the most 
modem of its kind in the world, 
is being constructed near here by 
the Swedish government.

T'JEATH is stalking the highways, and the most dan¬ 
gerous place in the world today is your automobile! 
Seventeen dead in this county since Jan. 1. Thirty-six 
thousand in the United States last year. 

The cry has been: More laws, more patrolmen, more 
convictions. But the true answer is: More care on the 
part of every motorist. 

Traffic slaughter has reached the point where now 
it is a case of every driver for himself. 

You can t depend on the fact that you might have the 
right of way, or that the other driver may be expected to 
obey the traffic laws. It is no longer safe to trust the 
other fellow. He may be careless, asleep, sick, distracted, 
or drunk. You have got to protect yourself—to rely on 
common sense for safety—if you want to come through 
the highway holocaust alive and unharmed. 

So we repeat: PROTECT YOURSELF. 

Each day we will discuss briefly here a few of the 
important rules of safe driving. Rules which you should 
follow for your own safety—and the safety of those who 
ride with you. 

Here’s the first rule— 

No. 1—DON’T DRIVE SO FAST THAT YOU CAN’T 
STOP IN THE CLEAR SPACE OF ROAD AHEAD.
